ELIZA HINTON (Wood) EM 36” 25.00 
A large flowering pink with the delicate pink color- 
ing of Marie Wood, except it is deeper in coloring. 
There seems to be a faint, elusive shading of blue 
down the center of the petals. The wide-open flowers 
have frilled petals, and both sepals and petals are 
gracefully curled at the tips. It is very graceful on the 
stalk - sort of airy and like a butterfly. The substance 
is wonderful, and is fresh and crisp at the end of a hot 
day in the full sun. It stays open evenings and is an 
almost continuous bloomer, sending up fresh bloom 
stalks all summer, when established. Vigorous and a 
good increaser. 
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SARAH ARLINE (Wood) M 36” 20.00 


This is one of the most exquisitely shaped daylilies 
I've ever seen. It is rather triangular in shape, with 
both sepals and petals completely curled back in a 
most charming fashion. The color is creamy apricot 
pink with soft yellow throat, faintly green at the very 
heart of the flower. It gives the effect of lightness and 
grace - sort of like a bird poised for flight. Stays 
open late evenings and repeats. Best in full sun.

PRESIDENT RICE 


CONTESSA (Fischer) M 40” J C. 1956 25.00 


Flushed pink, this daylily is the answer to a hybrid- 
izer's prayer. It is a cross between two of the most 
used and desired parent plants, Ruth Lehman and 
Prima Donna. It is wonderfully vigorous and well 
branched, and transmits those characteristics to its 
seedlings. It apparently has no color characteristics 
itself, but the seedlings take on the color of the pollen 
parent. Contessa is a prolific seed bearer, having full 
pods, and Mr. Fischer has gotten 100% germination 
of the seeds. 


The flower is a delicate buff flushed pink, with a 
deeper flush on sepals and petals near the throat, 
giving a sort of halo effect. The yellow throat is deeper 


in tone than the balance of the flower, which is wide 
open and flaring. The texture is very smooth and the 
blossom has enduring, heavy substance It stays open 
late evenings and is an excellent increaser, Pictured 
on Cover. 


ALAN (Claar) M 30” J.C. 1953 25.00 


This is the velvety red that everybody who saw in 
Mr. Claar's garden in 1953 wanted, and they've been 
asking for it ever since, so we're very happy to be 
able to release Alan at last. Named for Mr, Claar's 
son, it is an excellent garden plant, a nice height, good 
foliage, and a red that blends with other colors, rather 
than trying to steal the show, thereby ruining the gar- 
den picture. The flowers are large and bold and 
wide opening with lightly frilled petals. Down the 
center of all segments is a narrow line of white, more 
pronounced in petals than sepals. The rich, velvety 
cherry red coloring goes deep into the flower, with a 
very small cup of greenish yellow, the very heart of 
which is a cool green. 


PRESIDENT RICE (Claar) M 30” J, C. 1954 25.06 


We are proud to introduce this year the daylily that 
Mr. Claar considered fine enough to name for Mr. F. 
E. Rice for two years president of the Hemerocallis 
Society. Mr. Rice was also chosen as the recipient of 
the Helen Field Fischer Award for 1956 - our hearty 
congratulations, Mr. Rice! 


Now for the namesake - President Rice is a rich, 
deep golden daylily of enormous size. It is startling 
in its size and beauty. It is a large, round and full 
flower, with extremely broad sepals and petals. The 
sepals are delicately frilled, while the petals are com- 
pletely ruffled. Sometimes the petals are a bit pinched 
at the tip. The foliage is a beautiful green and in 
perfect proportion to the scapes. President Rice is def- 
initely a ‘‘show-stealer’’ for it always causes favorable 
comment wherever seen. It is a very evenly colored 
flower with the same coloring going deep into the 
heart, which glows as if the entire flower is lighted 
from within.

A beautiful pastel of pale buff and peach-pink 
with a rosy tint in throat and mid-vein of petals. 
Remains open evenings. 
ALICE (Bach) EM 42” 3.50 
A large, light creamy yellow, heavily ruffled. The 
green throat adds coolness and depth to the flowers 
which are of crepe-like texture and very heavy sub- 
stance.

BAILEY WALKER (Wood) M 34” J.C. 1955; 
Hee 8956") 25.00 
Bailey Walker was Top Daylily on the Honorable 
Mention list for 1956, with 12 votes ahead of the 
next highest contender. She has a way of stealing 
the show with her subtle charm wherever she is seen. 
The flowers are large and full-petaled, and of a 
warm cantaloupe coloring - somewhat pinky-gold. It 
has a faint, elusive shading of lavender blue down 
the center of the petal. Scapes are ereci and well- 
branched. The beautifully shaped flowers are deli- 
cately frilled and of excellent substance, and even 
under hottest sun its luscious melon color remains 
stable, After seeing the delicate beauty of this flower, 
one can well understand why Mr, Wood named it for 
his lovely granddaughter. 
BAGGETTE (Russell) M 30” A.M., 1953 1.00 
An exquisite wide-petaled bicolor with ruffled 
petals of palest lemon deeply shaded old rose, and 
sepals of pale lemon. A profuse bloomer and vigorous 
grower. 
BERTRAND FARR (Stout) M 30” Ev., A.M., 1951 = 1.00 
A fine large, broad-petaled rosy-peach. Flowers 
are full and of heavy substance. 
BESS ROSS (Claar) M 36” H.M. 1955 20.00 
This is the daylily that led the Honorable Mention 
list in 1955. A large, wide-open, brilliant red, this is 
the most vivid red I've ever seen in a daylily. The 
wide petals and sepals are beautifully formed and 
recurved - slightly frilled. The vivid red coloring is very 
even over the entire flower extending into the throat 
of brilliant yellow, with a chartreuse green cup at the 
base of the bloom.

This beautifully formed flower is a lovely shade of 
coral pink, of excellent substance, and a greenish yel- 
low throat.

Clear sulphur yellow with wide overlapping seg- 
ments fashioned into a flaring form of pleasing sym- 
metry. A beautiful new break in daylily form. Opens 
evenings.

A strikingly beautiful rose crimson flower of fine 
form. Wide segments, irregularly recurved tips, petals 
very frilled., 


CHALLENGER (Stout) M 48” Semi-Ev., H.M. 1953 1.00 
Robust and vigorous with lush foliage, the medium 
large flowers are of a distinct shade of bright cardinal 
to cherry red with broad petals and greenish yellow 
throat. Good evenings.

Deep brown-purple medium size self. Vigorous, 
free blooming. Each flower cup-shaped, segments 
overlapping and strongly reflexed with a wide deep 
yellow throat. 


NIGHT HAWK (Fay) LM 38” 20.00 


A very large wide petaled ivory self of ivory texture. 
The flower is wide open with reflexed and curled pet- 
als and sepals. It opens in the evening and stays 
fresh all the next day, not fading until after the new 
flowers have opened. 
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NINA REBMAN (Kraus) M 30” 10.00 

A very lovely melon- colored flower heavily flushed 
with flesh-pink. A beautiful flower with great garden 
value. Repeats. 


NORMA BORLAND (Taylor) M 36” Ev. 3.00 

Unusual in form, distinctive in color, rich copper 
brown like a new penny, this is a daylily for the con- 
noisseur. The broad petals are ruffled and overlap 


so that the halo of brown forms an unbroken circle. 
Well branched. 


m NORTH STAR (Hall) M 38” H.M. 1952 A.M. 1955 3.00 


The very pale yellow flowers seem to be almost 
white when seen from a distance. The open flowers 
are of excellent substance. 


OLYMPUS (Wheeler) LM 48” Ev. 3.00 
A huge flower of beautiful form. Light orange with 
areas of glistening light peach dusting. 


| ONEITA (Davis) EM 30” Ev. 1.00 


Large rose-red of exceptionally fine form and sub- 
stance. Excellent for the border or rockery. Blooms 
over a long period of time. 


ORANGE BEAUTY (H. P. Sass) A.M. 1950 2.00 

A pure orange of great beauty and wonderful sub- 
stance. The branching is excellent, and it has a 
long season of bloom. 


ORANGE ICE (Wood) M 36” 4.00 

This is a delicate blend of Baby Rose or Candy Pink 
(Maerz & Paul) and orange gold. Its basic coloring 
is Baby Rose, flushed golden with marked veinings 
of Baby Rose. The throat is green, banded gold at the 
top. Wide sepals and petals are of heavy substance. 
The petals are slightly ruffled and pencilled in gold 
at the very edge. Flowers are large and well spaced 
on sturdy stalks. (8-9 inches). 


PAINTED LADY (Russell) M 36” A.M. 1950 
Stout Medal 1951 1.00 
Huge flowers of cinnamon brown and yellow, flush- 
ed red, with a coral throat. Ruffled petals give grace 
to the gigantic bloom. 


PAMELA (Kraus) LM 40” 1.50 

Excellent, wide-flaring, waxy, broad-petaled butter- 
cup yellow. The flowers are beautifully and grace- 
fully borne on sturdy, well-branched scapes. 


PARTY GOWN (Milliken) M 36” Ev. 1.00 

A large bicolor which is different. The middle of 
the wide petals out to the ends, the throat and se- 
pals are lemon yellow. The remaining outer portions 
of the petals are heavily washed with ‘‘mineral’’ or 
“Indian red”’. 


PASTEL ROSE (specie) LM 40” 3.00 


Tall, attractive, ruffled pink that has a very long 
season of bloom. This specie seems to have more of 
the real pink than does rosy-toned Rosalind. 


PEARL SHELL (Kraus) EM 30” 5.00 


A lovely pastel of amber yellow lightly flushed pale 
lavender. Each flower is regular in form, facing out- 
ward, Wide petals. 


PEGGY CHILDS (Childs) EM 36” 20.00 


A lovely seedling of Pink Dream. The color is a 
shade deeper with wider petals and sepals. Wide open 
6 inch flowers slightly recurved. A smooth self with 
color going deep into the small greenish yellow throat. 
Sun resistant and vigorous. 


PERKY (Fay) M 36” 7.50 


This is a very showy and outstanding clear medium 
yellow. The long lower petal gives the flower a dis- 
tinctive and beautiful form. Large flowers are born 
on sturdy scapes. Completely sun resistant.

A 6-inch spidery flower with long narrow petals 
and sepals of Florida gold that is absolutely sunproof 
all day and still glistening like a fresh flower at sun- 
down.

Lovely large blooms of bright rose, completely sun 
proof and remaining open evenings. One of the most 
desired daylilies. 


PINKETTE (Christenson) M 32” 12.00 
Broad-petaled pale flesh pink with a small rose 
halo deep in the throat. 


PINK BOWKNOT (Taylor) E 42” Ev., H.M. 1952 
A.M; 1955" 3.50 
A lovely luscious salmon pink with a heavy ivory 
mid-rib and a daffodil throat. The triangular form 
and heavy substance are distinctive characteristics. 


PINK ANGEL (McClure) M 34” 1.00 

Wide petals of a surprising shade of lavender pink 
with sepals of cream. Unique in form, and very at- 
tractive. 


PINK CHARM (Nesmith) M 40” Semi-Ev. 1.00 

Beautiful open flower with very recurving petals 
and sepals of soft copper rose, giving the effect of a 
deeply colored coral-pink lily. Cadmium yellow throat. 


PINK DAMASK (Stevens) M 36” J.C. 1952; H.M. 1954 
5.00 
A reflexed dusty rose-pink self that is sunfast in 
brightest sun. A rapid grower and makes a very fine 
showing in a clump. 


PINK DREAM (Childs) M 34” H.M. 1953 
A.M. 1956 4.00 
Very high in the Popularity Polls, this dainty and 
charming flower is a true pink, and holds up beauti- 
fully out in the open garden, and retains its freshness 
into the evening hours. 


PINK PETTICOATS (Nesmith) M 44” 3.00 

All frilled and ruffled, this self of pink coral bells 
coloring has very recurving petals and sepals. A full 
flower with deeper rosy flush just above the Spanish 
yellow cup. 


PINK PRELUDE (Nesmith) M 39” Semi-Ev., H.M. 1952 
A.M. 1955 ~=7.50 
A lovely Dawn Pink. A self except for a pale flesh 
pink mid-rib on the petals and just a touch of cool 
yellow at the base of the sepals and petals. The 
lightly fluted flower does not seem to have a trace 
of salmon in it. Large full flowers and good branching.

PINK RADIANCE (Douglas) M 39” Semi-Ev.

A light geranium pink with a halo of a deeper tone 
just above the yellow throat. The blooms are broad 
and full with petals and sepals slightly fluted at the 
tips.

A very smooth flower of deepest shell pink. Yellow 
throat. One of the loveliest of the new pinks.

Very fine 
substance.

The petals, 1-1/4 inches wide, and the sepals are 
both ‘‘dark tangee”’ in color.

A beautiful self of firm substance. It opens wide to 
a spread of 6 inches.

A gorgeous bright flower of clear Porcelain rose. 

Almost a self as petals and sepals are the same color 

and without other markings. Very free flowering. 


POTENTATE (Nesmith) M 42” A.M. 1950;

Luminous flower of pansy purple, so smoothly 
finished that the surface of the bloom has a distinct 
satiny sheen. A self with broad full petals and sepals, 
even the pistils and stamens are done in purple.

Large, early, frilled and ruffled flowers of Empire 
yellow. Opens fully even on dull, cool days. It is 
almost continuous blooming, and one of the finest 
performers in the garden. 


PURPLE SAGE (Russell) E 36” 1.00 


Deep wine. The petals are ruffled, with a slightly 
yellow mid-rib. 


QUEEN ESTHER (H. P. Sass) M 38” A.M. 1953 1.00 

A brilliant self of truly crimson velvet with good 
substance and branching. An excellent variety for 
accent. 


QUEEN OF GONZALES (Russell) E 34’ Ev. 9 he 

A huge wide-petaled early orange of deepest gold. 
The substance is heavy and firm. Repeats. Flowers 
last well through the evening. 


RAVEN (Wheeler) E 36” H.M. 1953 Ev.,

This seems to be the darkest daylily we grow. It is 
a deep wine red with black pile and chartreuse throat.

One of the most exotic and striking of the bicolors.

A large bicolor of 
lovely tones. The petals are lilac, the sepals are light 
yellow with no brushing of the lilac on them. A de- 
lightful harbinger of the magnificent show just ahead.

Luminous pastel lighter than melon but the same 
blending of Buff Ivory with pink undertone.

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Do not judge your daylilies on one-year plants. 
Most varieties should be established at least three 
years before giving their maximum beauty in size, 
number of blooms, and good branching habit. Plant 
your daylily in good, well-worked soil, with some well 
balanced fertilizer or rotted manure added, then leave 
it alone, except at the beginning of the season, top 
dress with a sprinkling of well balanced fertilizer, also, 
do the same after blooming season. It is always 
geod to add a compost mulch or well rotted manure 
in the late fall, but do not feed with a commercial fer- 
tilizer. That is like a shot in the arm to the plant too 
late. Otherwise, you will stimulate late growth, and 
the plant will not take the cold weather just ahead. To 
get the most out of your daylilies, do not always be 
dividing them when they are small clumps. If you buy 
an expensive variety, give it the best treatment you can 
possibly give it, and sit back and enjoy it and get 
your money's worth in the beauty of it. You will not 
see it at its very best until it is an established clump. 


WHERE TO PLANT - Daylilies will grow in either full 
sun or light shade, and in any part of the country. 
They do not require any special kind of soil, but will 
grow in lime or acid, clay or sandy. They will toler- 
ate poor growing conditions, but respond amazingly 
when given a good loamy spot. Your daylilies will 
live and bloom in a poor location, but will astound 
you with their beauty if you give them a spot with 
plenty of humus, and feed them. 


Reds are richer and deeper in color if grown in 
semi shade. Pinks are prettier when grown in full 
sun,
